Bauk Circulation. 


The necessity for having a radical change in the present system of Bank is- 
sues, is: made more apparent every day, There is too great a diversity of style 
in the forms of the plates, and an unnecessary number of plates prepared. The 


community find it difficult to detect counterfeits, owing more particularly to the 
gteat variety of Bank notes issued in this and the adjoining States ; and the fa- 


cility with which the most highly engraved notes are counterfeited, shows the 
necessity of using more expense, more care and more caution, in the prepara- 
tion of the originals. There are one hundred and fifty banks in this State alone, 
which issue probably eight hundred differently engraved notes. Cannot some 
plan be devised for one form of Bank notes (of each denomination), whereby 


wiformity can be produced, and imposition be avoided ? 

Cannot a Bank note plate be prepared. of such exquisite finish and workman- 
ship throughout all its parts, as to defy the attempts of counterfeiters to pro- 
duce anything like it? At present, counterfeit plates resemble the originals so 
closely in the engraving, printing, and paper, that not only the community are 
wprepared to detect the difference, but the Bank officers and brokers are them- 
selves frequently in doubt. 

We have known a case in the city sf Baltimore, wherein a Bank note. was 
submitted to four competent brokers, to decide whether it was genuine or not : 
two of them pronounced it a counterfeit, while the others were so sure it was 
genuine that they were willing to take it. Another instance occurred in which 
4 Virginia Bank note was sent to the Branch, where it was made payable, and 
tetumed by the Branch as a counterfeit. The same note was sent to the 
mother Bank, and received as genuine. In fact we have known many instances 
ia which the counterfeit notes were done in a more finished manner than the 


i important arrest occurred a few days since, at this city, of a counter- 
feiter, by the name of James H. Newell, alias Hewett, who stands charged 
with forgery, Officers Stevens and Hays, it appears, had received letters from 
the South which induced them to watch for the arrival of the accused, who, it 
was intimated, might be expected to huve in his possession plates for manufac. 
turing counterfeit Bank notes. Shortly after the receipt of the letter, officer 
Stephens arrested Newell in Fulton street, On his person was found a splendid 
copperplate, mnade to imitate bills of the denomination of $5, on the “‘ Farmers 


wd Planters’ Bank of Maryland,’’ at Baltimore. He had also a quantity of 


Bank note paper, and a genuine $5 bill on the above Bank, supposed to be the 
one from which the plate was copied. Subsequent to the arrest, the following 
plates were recovered :—One for making counterfeit ten dollar bills of the Bank 
of Commerce, New York; five dollar bills of the Honesdale Bank, Pennsylva- 
tia; five dollar bills of the Orange Bank, Orange, New Jersey. Besides these, 
there were about twenty plates to which the amount of the bill intended to be 


found about him bills signed and ready for use, to the amount of $6,000; these 
bills were of all denominations, from $1 to $100 ; also three $1,000 bills on the 
Merchants’ Bank of New York, all ready for signatures. These bills are con- 
sidered remarkably well done, calculated to deceive good judges. There were 
also from $4,000 to $5,000 in promiscuous bills of various denominations and 
different Banks, which were neither. filled up nor signed, and of this amount 
$4050 was on the Bank of Commerce of this city. Mr. Rawdon, of the firm 
of Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Co., stated that the plate for manufacturing bills 
of the Farmers.and Planters’ Bank of Baltimore, was a most perfectly finished 
piece of work, and calculated to deceive the best judges of Bank notes. 

This is only one of many similar cases of arrest for counterfeiting coin and 
Bank notes: and where there is one detected, there are probably nine at large 
in successful operation. These facts show an obvious defect in the present sys. 
tem; and we hope some plan may be devised by the Legisiature, or by others, 
for the prevention of such abuses. We think the evil can be lessened by redu- 
cing the number of plates, and by having them more highly finished . 


Che Sub-Creasnrp. 

Information from Washington induces the hope that prudent counsels havé tri 
umphed over party feelings, by the postponement (at least temporarily) of the 
Sub-Treasury scheme. Public opinion in commercial cities, and the puBlic 
press, are so decidedly opposed to the measure, that we must hope the “ sober, 
second thought” of the Senate, will serve to prevent the passage of the Sub- 
Treasury bill. 

In reply to certain questions propounded by Mr. Webster, with a view to sa- 
tisfy the numerous calls upov him for information, the following remarks were 
made,py Mr. D. H. Lewis, senator from Alabama, and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Finance. Mr. Lewis said:

public mind, they will receive the cordial support of the committee.

Such, we learn, is the direct cost of English colonies. Their indirect cost, in 
the shape of high prices of sugar, timber, and other colonial produce, caused by 
“ protective” duties, is not so easy to acertain. It is generally estimated at 
between four and five millions sterling. In the evidence before a select com- 
mittee of the British parliament, on Import Duties, it is estimated that the ef- 
fect of abandoning the protective duty on sugar would be an increase of revenue 
of £3,000,000, besides making a great reduction of prices, and causing an in- 
creased consumption. In the same evidence, the merchants at Livezpool esti- 
mate that coffee could be bonght in Great Britain at half the price, in the ab- 
sence of protecting duties; and as Sir R. Peel, in his Tariff reform, estimates 
the annual consumption at about 28,000,000Ibs., it would appear probable that ~ 
an additional sum of £1 500,000 (or $7,400,000) might be added on this account 
for cost of keeping colonies. By the protecting duties of England in favor of 
her colonial timber, it is calculated that the Government loses a million ster- 
ling of revenue, which is about one-fourth of her expenditure for military, civil 
and naval establishments in Canada and the British provinces, and from which 
she obtains a large proportion of her timber. “Besides, a portion of the interest 
of her natiounl debt is an annual and permanent charge for loans spent in ac- 
quiring colonies by conquest or cession, and in afterwards defending them during 
war. If Great Britain possessed no colonies, she would experience but little 
necessity, comparatively, for keeping up her immense military and naval estab- 
lishments. Her colonies, directly and indirectly cost her £12,000,000, (nearly 
$60,000,000 !) not including the East India Company, which it is believed has 
at the present time a deficiency in its revenue. We subjoin a few items, show- 
ing the tota] expenditure for each year :

Gistorp of Coins. 

Gurreas.—An English gold coin, so named from their having been first 
coined of gold brought from the coast of Guinea, a.v., 1673. They were then 
valued at 30s., and were worth that sum in 1696. They were reduced in cur- 
rency from 22s. to 21s. by the English parllament in 1717. Broad pieces were 
coined into guineas in 1732. The original guineas bore the impression of an 
elephant, on account of their having been coined of this African gold. 

Soveneicn.—The name of an ancient as well as a modern gold coin of Eng- 
Jand, In the reign of Henry I.,a coin of this denomination was issued, of the 
value of 22s., and one twenty-fourth part of the weight of a pound of gold. In 
34 Henry VIII., sovereigns were coined of the value of 20s., which afterwards 
passed for 24s. and 30s. By 56 George III., sovereigns of the new coinage 
were directed to pass for 20s., and they were issued from the English Mint the 
same year, 1816. 

Froren —aA coin first made by the Florentines. A floren was issued by Ed- 
ward ITl., which was current in England at the value of 6s. in 1337. This Eng- 
lish coin was called florin after the Florentine coin, because the latter was of 
the best gold. The floren of Germany is in valne 2s. 4d. ; that of Spain 4s. 4}d ; 
that of Palermo and Sicily 2s. 6d.; that of Holland 2s. 

Crowns and Hatr-Crowns.—These were coined in England very near to the 
present standard in the last year of Edward VI., by whom the coinage (which 
restored and purified, 1553 

Ducat.—First coined by Longinus, governor of Italy. First struck in the 
duchy of Apulia. Coined by Robert, king of Sicily, in 1240. The ducat is so 
called because struck by dukes. It is of silver and gold, the value of the first

Su1uuuwe.—The value of the ancient Saxon coin of this name was five peat 
but it was reduced to four pence about a century before the Conquest.

AMSTERDAM, 

This noble city was the castle of Amstel, in the year 1100 ; and its building, 
as a city, was commenced about 1203. Its famous exchange was built in 1634 ; 
and the stadthouse, one of the noblest palaces in the world, in 1648; this latter 
cost three millions of guilders, a prodigious sum at that time. It is built upon 
13,659 piles, and tbe magnificence of the structure is, for its size, both in exter- 
nal aud internal grandeur, perhaps without a parallel in Europe. Amsterdam 
surrendered to the king of Prussia, when that prince invaded Holland in favor 
of the stadtholder, in 1787. The French were admitted without resistance, 
Jan, 18, 1795. The ancient goverment was restored in November, 1813. 


ANTWERP. 

First mentioned in history, 4.p. 517. Its fine exchange built in 1531 ; taken| 
after a long and memorable siege by the prince of Parma, in 1585. It was then 
the chief mart of Flemish Commerce ; but the civil wars, caused by the tyranny 
of Philip II., drove the trade to Amsterdam. The remarkable crucifix of bronze 
thirty-three feet high in the principal street, was formed from the demolished 
statue of the cruel duke of Alva, which he had himself set up in the citadel. 
Antwerp was the seat of the civil war between the Belgians and the house of 
Orange, 1830-31. In the late revolution, the Belgian troops having entered 
Antwerp, were opposed by the Dutch garrison, who, after a dreadful conflict, 
being driven into the citade], cannonaded the town with red-hot balls and shells, 
doing immense mischief, Oct. 27, 1830. General Chasse, surrendered the cita- 
del to the French after a destructive bombardment, Nov. 24, 1832. 


BERLIN. 

This city was founded by the margrave Albert, surnamed the Bear, in 1163. 
Its five districts were united under one magistracy, in 1714; and it was subse- 
quently made the capital of Prussia, It was taken by an army of Russians, 
Austrians, and Saxons, in 1760, but they were obliged to retire ina few days. 
On Nov. 27, 1806, thirteen days after the battle of Jena, the French entered Ber. 
lin, and from its palace Napoleon issued his famous Berlin decree, a memorable 
interdict against the commerce of England. The Berlin decree declared the 
British islands to be in a state of blockade, and all Englishmen found in coun- 
tries occupied by French troops were to be treated as prisoners of war; the 
whole world in fact was to cease from any communication with Great Britain. 
The Berlin Convention, a treaty entered into with Prussia by Buonaparte, took 
place, Nov. 5, 1808. By this treaty, Napoleon remitted to Prussia the sum due 
on the war-debt, and withdrew his troops from many of the fortresses, in order 
to reinforce his armies in Spain. 


BREMEN. 

A venerable Hanse town and duchy, sold to George I. as elector of Hanover, 
in 1716, It was taken by the French in 1757; they were driven out by the Ha- 
noverians in 1758 ; and it was again seized in 1806. Bremen was annexed by 
Napoleon to the French empire in 1810; but its independence was festored in 
1813. 

HAMBURGH. 

The company of Hambro’ merchants was incorporated in 1296. France de- 
clared war against Hamburgh for giving up Napper Tandy, Oct. 1799. British 
property sequestrated, March 1801. Hamburgh was taken by the French after 
the battle of Jena in 1806. Incorporated with France, January 1810. Evacu 
ated by the French on the advance of the Russians into Germany in 1813; and 
restored to its independence by the allied sovereigns, May 1814, On tbe 4th of 
May, 1842, an awful fire occurred in Hamburgh, which lasted three days, de- 
stroying two thousand houses, with numerous churches and public buildings. 

HAGUE. 

Once called the finest village in Europe: the place of meeting of the States- 
General and residence of the former earls of Holland, the princes of Holland, &c. 
Here the States, in 1586, abrogated the authority of Philip IT. of Spain, and 
held a conference in !610, upon the five articles of the remonstrants, which oc- 
casioned the synod af Dort. Treaty of the Hague, entered into with a view to 
preserve the equilibrium of the North, signed by England, France and Hol- 
land, May 21, 1659. De Witt was torn in pieces here, Aug. 20, 1672. The 
French took possession of the Hague in Januury, 1795; favored by a hard frost, 
they marched into Holland, where the imhabitants and troops declared in their 
favor, a general revolution ensued, and the stadtholder and his family were 
compelled to leave the country and escape to England. The Hague was eva- 
cuated in November 1813, shortly after the battle of Leipsic, and the stadt- 
holder returned to his dominions and arrived here in December, that year. 
A treaty of commerce was made between England and Holland, Dec. 16, 1837. 

LIVERPOOL. 

By a progressive increase in extent, population and commercial importance, 
Liverpool has obtained the first rank after London. 
tious appellations are, Litherpul, and Lyrpul, signifying probably, in the an- 
cient dislect of that part of the country, the lower pool; though some of the 
English antiquaries have dcduced its etymology from a pool frequented by an 
aquatic fowl, called the “ liver,”’ or from a sea-weed of that name; and others 
from its having belonged to a family of the name of Lever, whose antiquity, it 
is said, is not sufficient to justify that conclusion. Soon after the Conquest, 


its favorable situation, and the convenience of its port, attracted the notice of 
Henry II., who made it the place of rendezvous and embarkation of his troops 

for the conquest of Ireland. In 1843, the number of ships which entered the 

port of Liverpool was as follows: British, 2,615, of the aggregate burthen of 

791,707 tons, foreign, 1,014, burthen, 417,621 tons. ‘The amount of duties paid 

at the custom-house for the year ending 5th of January, 1844, was £4,121 ,522. 
The most remarkable feature in the history of Liverpool is, the rapidity with 

which it has risen to a degree of importance without example in the annals of 
any other city in Europe. Its present commercial rank is little inferior to 

that of London. 

LONDON. 

This is the greatest and richest city in the world. It derives its name from 
Llyn- Din, the ‘ town on the lake ;’ though it is said, but not truly, to be derived 
from Lud, an old British king, who was buried near where Ludgate formerly 
stood. The fables of Geoffrey of Monmouth, with regard to the origin of Lon- 
don, are unnworthy the attention of the antiquary. ‘“ That London,” (says the 
historian, Leigh) ‘‘ was founded by Brute, a descendant of the Trojan Aineas, 

and called New Troy, or -novant, until the time of Lud, who surrounded 
it with walls, and gave it the name of Caer Lud, or Lud’s Town, &c., may be 
considered as fabulous,” Some will have it that a city existed on the spot 1107 
years before the birth of'Christ, and 354 years before the foundation of Rome. 
According to the historian Tacitus, it was known to the Romans as Lundinium, 
or Colonia Augusta, A.p. 61, and was the chief residence of merchants at that 
period, and the great mart of trade and commerce, though not dignified with 
the name of a colony. King John granted a charter to London, according to 
Leigh, in 1215, but according to Stowe, in 1209, and from that time the mayor 
and common council were annually elected. This charter was then acted on in 
various instances, as many of the mayors were afterwards continued in their 
offices for several years together; and the same right was exerted in the case 
of the office of lord mayor being filled during two succeeding years, those of 1816 
and 1817. London, in 1348, was visited with a terrible pestilence, in which 
50,000 citizens perished. This destructive disorder broke out in India, and 
spreading itself westward, through every country on the globe, reached Eng- 
Its ravages in London were so great, that the common cemeteries were not suf- 
ficient for the interment of the dead ; and various pieces of ground without the 
walls were assigned for burial places. The pestilence is said not to have en- 
tirely subsided till 1357. In 1580, the erection of new buildings where none had 
previously been erected was forbidden in London, to prevent the increasing size 
of the city. This extension of the metropolis was deemed calculated to en- 
courage the increase of the plague, with which it was visited in '517, and which 
it was feared would again appear there. It was thought that trouble would 
ensue in governing such multitudes ; a dearth of victuals ; multiplying of beg- 
gars, and inability to relieve them ; an increase of artisans, more than could five 
together; and impoverishing of other cities for lack of inhabitants. To this 
effect a proclamation was issued by the then sovereign, Jamies I., July 7, 1580. 


|The decree stated that “lack of air, lack of room to walk and shoot, &c., 


arose out of too crowded a city.’ 


MANCHESTER. 

The origin of Manchester is traced to a period of remote antiquity. In the 
time of the Druids, it was distinguished as one of the principal stations of their 
priests, and celebrated for the privilege of sanctuary attached to its altar, which, 
in the British language, was called Meyne, signifying a stone. Prior to the 
Christian era it was one of the principal seats of the Brigantes, who had a cas- 
ue or stronghold, called Mancenion, or the place of tents, near the confluence of 
the rivers Medlock and Irwell, the site of which, still called the ‘ Castle Field,’ 
was by the Romans, on their conquest of this pact of the island under Agricola, 
about the year 79, selected as the station of the Cohors Prima Frisiorum, and 
with reference to its original British name, called by them Mancunium : hence 
its Saxon name Manceastre, from which its modern appellation is derived. 

PARIS. 

At the time of the Roman invasion Paris was only a miserable township. It 
began to be called the city of the Parisii, in the year 380. Clovis fixed upon it 
as the capital of his states, in 507. This city was several times ravaged by 
the Normans; and in 1420 was taken by the English, who held it fifteen years. 
More than 50,000 persons died of famine and plague in 1438, when the hungry 
wolves cntered the city, and committed, we are told, great devastation.

THE MONEY MARKET. 

A favorable change has been produced in money 
matters in Wall street, by the action of Congress 
upon the pending questions of the Sub-Treasury and 
the dispute about Oregon. We have to notice a 
large advance in the price of nearly every stock in

The Legislature of Pennsylvania has adjourned 
after a session of 106 days, and after the passage of 
several important measures. Among these is an act 
to increase the State revenues ; and an act granting 
a right of way to the Baltimore and Ohio R. R. Co. 
This road is very important to the interests of Ma- 
ryland, and of Baltimore, particulalry ; and the de- 
lay in its completion has driven a large amount of 
Western business to Boston and New York, which 
Baltimore once held. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is emphatically 
a national road—a national highway ; and its im- 
portance to the country in time of war, would be 
greater than that of any other railroad on the conti- 
nent ; it being the only deficient link of steam com- 
munication between Portland and New Orleans, 
nearly three thousand miles.
